Mammoth Storm Wallops Midwest 


Blizzard causes a tear 
in Metrodome’s roof, 
snarls travel in region 


Chicago 

A powerful, gusty storm dumped 
mounds of snow across the upper 
Midwest on Sunday, closing major 
highways in several states, cancel- 
ing more than 1,400 flights in Chi- 
cago and collapsing the roof of the 
Minnesota Vikings’ stadium. 

At least two weather-related deaths 
were reported as the storm dropped 
nearly 2 feet of snow in parts of Min- 
nesota and marched east. 

In Minneapolis, the heavy snow 
left the Metrodome decidedly unready 
for football as its inflatable Teflon 
roof tore open. No one was hurt, but 
the Vikings’ game against the New 
York Giants was moved to Detroit’s 
Ford Field. The day of the game had 
already been pushed from Sunday to 
Monday because the storm kept the 
Giants from reaching Minneapolis. 

In the Chicago area, wind gusts 
of up to 50 mph and wind chills well 
below 0 degrees Fahrenheit were 
expected, along with up to 8 inch- 
es of snow. 

Major highways in several states 
were closed due to poor driving con- 
ditions and accidents. 

In Indianapolis, police said a man 
fatally stabbed his wife, then died four

Stadium Stress 

Metrodome officials are trying to repair the roof 
in time for the Minnesota Vikings’ next home 
game, Dec. 20 against the Chicago Bears. The 
Vikings begin the final year of their lease at the 
Metrodome next year, and they have lobbied for 
a new building for about 10 years. Two groups 
seeking to bring an NFL franchise to Los Angeles 
have contacted the team, but it says It Is “com- 
mitted to finding a solution In Minnesota." (ap)

Doctored Past, Now Uncovered 


Pilot posed for years 
as a top cardiologist, 
leading researcher 

Milwaukee 

He seemed like Superman, able to 
guide jets through the skies and 
tubes through blocked arteries. As 
a cardiologist and United Airlines 
captain, William Hamman taught 
doctors and pilots to keep hearts 
and planes from crashing. 

He shared millions in grants, 
had university and hospital posts, 
and led a teamwork training ses- 
sion at an American College of Car- 
diology convention last spring. 

But it turns out Hamman isn’t 
even a doctor. The AP found he had 
no medical residency, fellowship, 
doctoral degree or the 15 years of 
clinical experience he claimed. He 
attended medical school for a few 
years but withdrew. 


Hindsight Is ... 

Looking back, the careful wording 
in some of William Hamman’s com- 
ments about his medical qualifica- 
tions is apparent. “I couldn’t handle 
a full-time cardiology practice" with 
the demands of being a pilot, he told 
at least two reporters, (ap) 


His pilot qualifications do not 
appear to be in question — he 
holds the highest type of license 
a pilot can have, a Federal Avia- 
tion Administration spokeswom- 
an said. 

However, United grounded him 
in August after his medical and 
doctoral degrees evaporated. He 
resigned June 15 as an educator 
and researcher at William Beau- 
mont Hospital in Royal Oak, Mich., 
a hospital spokeswoman said. He 
lives in Michigan. 

Doctors who worked with the

58-year-old pilot are stunned, not 
just at the ruse, but also because 
many of them valued his work. 

“I was shocked to hear the 
news,” said Dr. W. Douglas Weav- 
er, who was president of a cardi- 
ology group that had given Ham- 
man a contract for up to $250,000 
plus travel a few years ago. 

The American Medical Associ- 
ation was still going to let him lead 


a seminar, altering his biography 
and switching his title from “Dr.” 
to “Captain” on course materials. 
It was canceled after top officials 
found out. 

As long ago as 1992, an FAA 
workshop listed Hamman as an 
M.D. for United. Journals listing 
him with M.D. and Ph.D. degrees 
are being contacted in case they 
want to correct the work. 

Hamman did not return phone 
calls and e-mails seeking com- 
ment. 

There is no indication Hamman 
ever treated a patient. 

After fessing up, Hamman 
asked the AM A and the cardiolo- 
gy group to let him continue, say- 
ing, “the work is the work.” 

They decided that a lie is a lie. 

“He really didn’t need to be a 
physician to do what he was doing,” 
Weaver said. “He could have been 
successful without titling himself.”

Attacks Rock Sweden’s Capital 


Police officials fear 
blasts are first terror 
incidents in 3 decades 


Stockholm 

No one died except for the suspected 
bomber, but two explosions in Swe- 
den’s capital tore at the fabric of this 
tolerant and open nation — a society 
that hadn’t seen a terrorist attack in 
more than three decades. 

Two people were wounded in 
central Stockholm on Saturday in 
what appeared to be the first sui- 
cide bombing in the history of Swe- 
den, which has been spared the 
major terrorist strikes seen in sev- 
eral other European countries.

Kabul, Afghanistan 

An explosives-packed minibus 
blew up at the entrance of a joint 
NATO -Afghan base in southern 
Afghanistan on Sunday, killing 
six NATO troops and two Afghan 
soldiers as they prepared to head 
out on patrol. 

NATO has claimed improve- 
ments in security after months of 
patrols and strikes on insurgents in 
Kandahar province, but Sunday’s 
blast — the deadliest attack on coali- 
tion troops this month — shows the 
area is still far from safe. 


The assault comes days ahead 
of a major White House review of 
its Afghan strategy following Pres- 
ident Obama’s decision last year to 
send 30,000 American reinforce- 
ments in a bid to reverse gains by 
the Taliban since they were oust- 
ed from power in the 2001 U.S.- 
led invasion. 

Afghan officials said Sunday’s 


suicide attack took place in Kanda- 
har’s Zhari district, where Mullah 
Mohammad Omar organized the 
Taliban in the early 1990s. Taliban 
spokesman Qari Yousuf Ahmadi 
claimed responsibility for the blast, 
saying the insurgent group was 
retaliating for attacks on its fight- 
ers in the area in recent months.

Hundreds of Egyptian opposition 
activists protested Sunday over 
what they said were bogus elections 
that had produced an illegitimate 
parliament, even as the president 
hailed the vote as a “milestone” 
for democracy. 

The protest took place outside 
the Supreme Court in downtown 
Cairo shortly after President Hosni 
Mubarak congratulated the ruling 
party for its sweeping victory. 

The opposition, and internation- 
al rights activists, have condemned 
the elections for widespread rig- 
ging. Mubarak acknowledged there 
had been violence and vote-buying 
in the election, which took place 
over two rounds on Nov. 28 and 
Dec. 5, but he described the results

The fear that kept small investors 
from participating in one of the 
greatest bull markets in history 
may be losing its grip. 

Economists are raising their 
estimates for economic growth, and 
jobless claims have fallen 15 percent 
from a year ago. There’s even good 
news about two symbols of Wall 
Street recklessness. The government 
sold its last stock in Citigroup Inc. 
on Tuesday and could do the same 
soon with its stake in American 
International Group Inc. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index closed at 1,240 Friday, sur- 
passing the level from before the 
financial meltdown in September 


2008. And a survey by the Ameri- 
can Association of Individual Inves- 
tors showed the number of people 
bullish about stocks outnumbered 
those bearish by the widest margin 
in more than three years. 

Arnold Espe, the manager of 
USAA’s Cornerstone Strategy Fund, 
predicts investors next year will 


put more money into U.S. stock 
mutual funds than they take out 
for the first time since 2006. Says 
Espe: “We’re setting up for a pret- 
ty good market.”

“While an ever-increasing num-

Is Google 
Growing 
Too Big? 

Web companies fear the ever-expansive 
reach of the ever-evolving Internet giant 


Washington 

Google this year has been gobbling up 
Web companies that look nothing like 
Google, from a social gaming start-up 
to a firm that powers most online sales 
for the airline industry. 

As the tech giant spreads its reach, 
it’s making new enemies who fear that 
once Google steps onto their turf it will 
use its almighty search engine to quash 
them. Now, these critics are pushing 
antitrust officials to block some of 
Google’s mergers or build a blockbust- 
er case against the search behemoth, 
reminiscent of the government’s bat- 
tle with Microsoft. 

Yet as Google expands its ecosys- 
tem of products — a spread that already 
includes e-mail, a digital bookstore and 
cell phone software — it’s only become 
a bigger puzzle for regulators. 

Antitrust law was crafted with brick- 
and-mortar companies in mind whose 
business lines fit into neat categories, 
not a company like Google whose influ- 
ence is spreading lightning-quick into 
different markets that are connected 
only by the Internet. 

Google says its acquisitions help the 
company build a bigger menu of useful 
products for consumers. And the tech 
company accuses competitors of wag- 
ing their battles against the company 
in Washington, rather than going toe 
to toe on the Web. 

“We’re a big company. We’re dis- 
ruptive. We’re going to get scrutiny 
from governments around the world.

The total amount Google spent on 
buying 40 companies through the end of 
the third quarter this year.

U.S. antitrust enforcers at the 
Department of Justice and the Feder- 
al Trade Commission are examining 
Google carefully with each big merger 
it proposes.

Regulators elsewhere have begun to 
act. The European Commission said last 
month it is investigating charges that 
Google is suppressing search results 
for companies offering rival services, 
such as price comparisons for shoppers.

Antitrust officials everywhere are 
essentially turning over the same ques- 
tion: Can Google compete fairly with 
other companies when its go-to search 
engine determines what users find — 
or don’t find — on the Internet? 

The Justice Department, and the 
FTC, declined to comment or share 
its views on Google. But the agencies 
are watching the firm’s moves close- 
ly. Google revealed in August that 
the Justice Department had request- 
ed more information from the com- 
pany as it decides whether to green- 
light its merger with ITA, which was 
announced in July. 

There also are hints that federal offi- 
cials are concerned about the compa- 
ny’s growing dominance. 

At a conference this month orga- 
nized by Consumer Watchdog, an 
attorney for the FTC laid out potential 
arguments proving Google is illegally 
abusing its market power. 

“You may well see something soon 
from the U.S. agencies,” said Melanie 
Sabo, assistant director for anti-com- 
petitive practices at the FTC’s bureau 
of competition, who said she was only 
speaking for herself and not the agency. 
“But I can’t promise anything.” 


Antitrust enforcers, however eager 
to pursue Google, face a number of 
legal challenges as they look at the 
company’s mergers and its position 
on the Web. 

For decades, courts have resisted 
blocking marriages between compa- 
nies that don’t compete head to head 
— precisely the kind of deal Google 
has been pursuing ever since the Jus- 
tice Department threatened in 2008 to 
sue the company over a proposed part- 
nership with direct rival Yahoo. 

Even if Justice attorneys don’t block 
the ITA merger outright, they could add 
conditions to the deal limiting some of 
Google’s actions — an approach the 
Obama administration has adopted in 
the past with other companies. 

Google is so complex, however, that 
government officials are still educating 
themselves on basic questions about the 
company because of its complexity. 

“You can have a lot of fights over 
what market you’re worried about 
when you’re dealing with the Google 
world,” said a senior official familiar 
with the company. “It’s a little bit more 
complicated. Is the market advertis- 
ing? Is the market search?” jia lynn yang

Study Explains D.C. Lead Threat 


New reports indicate 
need for change in 
standards for safety 

Washington 

The latest research on the District’s 
decade-long effort to reduce lead 
in its drinking water is likely to 
reverberate well beyond the city’s 
borders and add a chapter to one 
of the more tortuous public health 
chronicles of the past century. 

A report released this month by 
the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention said the water supplied 
to almost 15,000 homes might still 
contain dangerous levels of lead 


despite the partial replacement 
of lead pipes at the homes from 
2004 to 2008. 

The findings called into ques- 
tion what was once one of the city’s 
chief methods of mitigating lead 
contamination of drinking water. 
The federal government ordered 
the District’s water authority — 
now called D.C. Water — to carry 
out those replacements, but the 
CDC study found that they didn’t 
solve the problem. 

Lead poisoning was once 
thought to be a serious threat only 
when it caused such dramatic prob- 
lems as personality changes, ane- 
mia and kidney failure. But lead is 
now considered a toxin for which 


there is no safe level, especially 
in small children. For them, even 
low concentrations in the blood

are associated with reduced IQ, 
attention deficit and antisocial 
behavior. 

Now, thanks to the new study. 


this much is clear: Even when the 
known exposures to lead are min- 
imized and a city meets the feder- 
al government’s safety standards, 
some children may be getting a 
worrisome amount of lead from 
the water they drink. 

“This really means that the 
whole way that we’ve thought about 
this problem, and have developed 
public health policies to address 
it, has to change,” said Ellen Sil- 
bergeld, a professor at the Johns 
Hopkins Bloomberg School of Pub- 
lic Health, who serves on a working 
group of the federal government’s 
Advisory Committee on Child- 
hood Lead Poisoning Prevention.

Agent 
Finds a 
New High 

A frequent flier makes a 
landing in physical therapy

Recently trained at Northern Virginia Community College, former travel agent Steve Kaplan now earns a living as a physical therapist assistant. 


In the high-flying 1990s, Steve Kaplan was in 
charge of a lot of high-fliers’ flying. As major- 
ity owner of Metro World Travel Services, a 
commercial travel management agency on 
D.C.’s Connecticut Avenue, he helped law- 
yers, corporate leaders, and trade associa- 
tion CEOs get around the country and 
around the world. 

Catering to wheeler-dealers held 
its own excitement, and to keep up 
on trends, Kaplan went on free trips 
to some pretty exotic places himself 
But travel was changing. As commis- 
sions fell and fewer Internet users needed 
travel agents, Kaplan’s staff of 24 would have 
to be about three times that size to continue 
making the same revenue. “Do you want to 
work to live or live to work?” he mused. 

In the late 1990s, Kaplan sold the firm in an 
“earn-out,” which allowed him to stay anoth- 
g er six to seven years, retaining old clients for 
I the new firm and helping former employees 
^ cope with the management change. After

the 9/11 attacks further damaged 
the industry, he began weighing 
options in earnest. Two things he 
knew: He still wanted to help oth- 
ers but didn’t want total success in 
his next career to equal his previ- 
ous month’s sales. 

At Northern Virginia Commu- 
nity College, Kaplan first pursued a 
basic emergency medical technician 
certificate. But despite the fact even 
in his mid-50s he was used to work- 
ing out five to seven days a week, 
Kaplan eventually realized that the 
aches and pains of EMT work and 
its “crazy hours” were more suit- 
ed to a younger person. 

Down the hall at NOVA’s medi- 
cal education campus in Springfield, 
he noticed students in the associ- 
ate’s program could become phys- 
ical therapist assistants (703-822- 
6570, Nvcc.edu). This seemed like a 
better fit. Not the type to just quit, 
though, Kaplan completed his EMT 
license, and in fall 2003, he began 
five semesters of PTA study. 

“It’s quite common for our stu- 
dents to have a job offer at or before 
graduation,” says Jody Gundrum, 
chair of NOVA’s PTA program, 
whose tuition, books and fees total 
$8,510 for Virginians with a bach- 
elor’s, $11,000 without and quite a 
lot more for non-Virginians. The 
program covers anatomy, physi- 
ology, kinesiology, neuro-rehabil- 
itation, pathology and more. After 
all, Kaplan notes, “you have to deal 
with the results of an 3 Thing from a 
stroke or a hip replacement to a car 
accident or sports injury.” 

Reading and lectures are inter- 
spersed with “practicals,” in which 
students must demonstrate a skill 
— say, taking range-of-motion mea- 
surements — in order to continue. 
Students form study groups for proj- 
ects and such exercises as manual 
muscle testing. Half of “school” time 
is spent under supervision at three 
full-time, NOVA-arranged clinical 
affiliations, similar to apprentice- 
ships. Kaplan’s were at Fort Bel- 
voir’s PT clinic, an outpatient clinic 
in Arlington and a skilled-nursing 
facility in Crystal City. 

With an aging population and 




a growing emphasis on fitness and 
wellness, the health field is boom- 
ing, even in this economy. Physical 
therapist assistants make $45,000 
to $48,000 to start, Gundrum says, 
and report high job satisfaction. 


(Why become a PTA rather than a 
physical therapist? Much less time 
and money spent on training, says 
Kaplan: “Had I been in my 20s, I’d 
have gone to be a PT instead.”) 

Upon graduation in 2005, Kaplan

took the five-hour license exam right 
away and began a job at the outpa- 
tient PT clinic across the street from 
Inova Mount Vernon Hospital. Once 
a PT diagnoses a patient and sets up 
a plan of care, Kaplan follows the 
plan, getting to know the patient 
over weeks or months. In addition 
to decreasing pain and accelerat- 
ing healing, his work involves get- 
ting people into better daily habits: 
“Don’t twist while sitting; move to 
retrieve things. Don’t hunch over 
the keyboard. And walk across the 
lot rather than park close to your 


building.” 

Besides standing and moving all 
day while advising others to do the 
same, how does physical therapist 
assistance relate to running a travel 
agency? There’s pleasure in treating 
clients with patience and dignity, 
Kaplan says, and in both cases his 
role is, in part, to put clients’ fears 
to rest while using specialized skills 
to help achieve their goals. 

He recommends this field for 
people who want to have a direct 
effect on individuals. More than 
that, he’s learned to catch himself 
slouching or leaning forward at a 
desk. And he knows what to do to 
both prevent and treat ailments 
— from slouching and in general. 
“Doing this is like being an auto 
mechanic for the body,” says the 
Alexandria resident. “And there’s 
always something new to learn.”

Tips for addressing 
and ending conflict 
in the workplace 


Resolution 

Ever want to just slap that obnox- 
ious co-worker of yours, the one 
who drones on and on in meetings 
and always shoots down every idea 
you have? It might make for a good 
daydream, but you don’t have to be 
a Fortune 500 CEO to know that 
it wouldn’t fly in reality. 

We all react differently to con- 
flict in the workplace. Some of us 
may prefer sitting in the corner and 
keeping our mouths shut. Others 
might imagine screaming or let- 
ting loose a string of profanities. 
And chances are with America’s 
current economic crisis, conflict 
is something we’re encountering 
more and more these days. 

“Every time there’s employment 
problems, when people are wor- 
ried about their jobs, then tension 
is inevitable,” says Kathleen Kelley 
Reardon, a business professor, con- 
sultant and author of “Comebacks at 
Work: Using Conversation to Master 
Confrontation” ($25, Harper Busi- 
ness). “When you have more com- 
petition, people often feel they have 
to say something to another person 
to make them look less productive 
or less capable, so that their job is 
more secure.” 

If you want to be known for 
your Gandhi-like cool, not your 
Mel Gibson-style temper, what’s the 
best way to deal with arguments, 
insults and snarky remarks? Often, 
it involves not saying much at all. 

“The smart thing to do in any 
organization when you’re confront- 
ed in a combative way is to take a 
breath and walk away,” says James 
R. Bailey, chair of the Department 
of Management at the School of 
Business at George Washington 
University. “The other person is 
ramped up emotionally and wants 
an immediate confrontation. So, it 
really stuns them when the expect-

ed pattern doesn’t happen. It also 
demonstrates at that moment that 
you’re being the adult here.” 

Evaluate the situation and what 
was said. Was it a thoughtless but 
ultimately innocent statement, or 
a comment intentionally intended 
to be insulting? “There are times 
when someone is new and young 
and trying to establish their cred- 
ibility, so they take a swipe at you,” 
says Reardon. “Slapping down a 
person like that with a direct come- 
back is not going to be as effective 
as perhaps saying nothing.” 

A disagreement with a superior 
might require a different approach 
than a squabble with a peer. “My 
boss and I are quite direct with each 


other, and I know that if I need to 
tell him something he isn’t going 
to like, that I can just come out and 
say it,” says Deborah Keary, direc- 
tor of human resources for the Soci- 
ety for Human Resource Manage- 
ment in Alexandria (800-283-7476, 
Shrm.org). “If it’s someone you don’t 
know so well, you might need to 
couch it more.” 

But even the boss shouldn’t get 
a free pass to hurl insults or dis- 
respectful comments. “There are 
times when you may have to say, 
T know you’re the boss, but that 
doesn’t mean anything goes,”’ says 
Reardon. “By letting someone con- 
tinue to insult you, you are saying 
to them that they have permission

to do this.” 

In many cases, it’s best to dis- 
cuss things at a later time, after 
everyone has calmed down and had 
a chance to think. “Avoid trying to 
solve the problem on the spot; peo- 
ple are not in the best frame of mind 
to actually try to handle things,” 
says Edward J. Kopf, principal at 
Arlington-based BMC Associates 
(703-465-1262, Bmcassociates.com), 
which offers business mediation 
and collaboration services. “It can 
be very helpful to say something 
like, 'I’d like to hear how you’re 
thinking and feeling about it, but 
I’m not going to try to reply right 
now, because I’d like to understand 
your point of view first.” 

When you do meet to discuss 
things, listen to the other person’s 
side of the story and ask for clar- 
ification and more information 


when needed. That should help you 
understand the issue at hand and 
work toward a solution. 

“If you can agree on the prob- 
lem, then you can get involved in a 
kind of teamwork to come up with 
options for how to address it,” says 
Kopf “So, what you’re really doing 
here is creating a third story, the 
story of the two of you against 


the problem. That puts you both 
on the same side of the table, and 
you’re more likely to get positive 
results.” 

Of course, not all conflict is 
bad, and it’s actually vital for the 
success of a company. “If there’s 
no conflict, then the organization 
is pretty much dead,” Kopf says. 
“Nothing is changing; no prob- 


lems are being discovered that 
could be fixed.” 

The key is effectively address- 
ing conflict that arises, especially 
for those in a supervisory position. 
“It’s important that a manager sets 
expectations that conflict is inev- 
itable and that it’s not bad,” says 
Liz Berney, president of Rockville- 
based Berney Associates (301- 


424-4633, Berneyassoc.com), an 
organization development and 
management training compa- 
ny. “Then set some ground rules. 
Expect people to talk directly to 
other people. If that’s hard to do, 
then they should come see you and 
you can help get a facilitator or a 
mediator or bring in someone from 
human resources.” 

If you do lose your cool or get 
into a verbal sparring match with 
a co-worker that goes too far, own 
up to it right away. “In my expe- 
rience, the hardest three words to 
utter in the English language are 
T am sorry,”’ Bailey says. “And 
yet they are incredibly powerful 
words. There’s nothing more dis- 
arming than somebody coming to 
you and saying, T’m sorry,’ espe- 
cially if they know they misbe- 
haved.”

to these people, they’re such beau- 
tiful storytellers, and their stories 
are so touching,” says Tee Nwozo, 
of Laurel, Md., a freelance editor of 
college application essays for New 
York-based Penn & Paper. “But 
there’s generally a disconnect when 
it’s time to put it on paper.” 

What students often need is a 
coach, editors say, someone to help 
them brainstorm, build a struc- 
ture and bring their voice to the 
foreground. 

And that person doesn’t need 
to be a professional editor or writ- 
er — Nwozo is an HR consul- 
tant. But she’s well versed in the 
fundamentals and has survived 
the admissions gantlet herself at 
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the University of Pennsylvania 
and Georgetown University, from 
which she graduated with a master 
of business administration degree 
this spring. 

For someone with a specialty 
(such as Nwozo, who works most- 
ly with business school applicants), 
“this is a great thing to do on the 
side,” says China Okasi, owner of 
Penn & Paper, “because the appli- 
cants just eat that up — then they 
can ask questions not just about 
the process but beyond to some- 
one who’s actually lived it.” 

It also can be more lucrative. 
Pay for Okasi’s generalists starts 


at $20 to $30 per hour, she says, 
and the editor’s cut goes “signifi- 
cantly up” from there. 

The recently launched Tran- 
scend Academy, in D.C., pays a 
base of $25 per hour and trains its 
“admissions advisers” in editing, 
test prep and other services they 
provide. (At both companies, when 
a client buys a package deal, the 
editor is paid a percentage.) 

Of course, it doesn’t hurt to be a 
professional writer or teacher. 

“When you sit down to write a 
‘masterpiece that determines the 
rest of your life,’ that’s really intimi- 
dating,” says Chloe Yelena Miller, an 


adjunct writing professor at George 
Mason University and other schools, 
who also handles admissions essays 
as a writing coach. 

Students sometimes “feel the 
need to draw such large conclu- 
sions about the whole world,” says 
Miller, “and its important to kind 
of bring them back to their own 
experiences ... and not just mimic 
all of the promotional materials 
that they’ve been reading about 
the school.” 

Miller, who has a graduate 
writing degree, works indepen- 
dent of a company and charges 
$100 an hour. 


A recent transplant to D.C. from 
Michigan, most of her clients are 
out of town, but she’s found it just 
as easy to provide her services over 
the Web, via e-mail or Skype. She 
maintains a blog and Twitter feed 
to help generate business, and she 
uses Craigslist to reach outside 
D.C., to areas where there might 
be less competition. 

Beyond mastering the artful 
touch of an editor, experience at 
any phase of the admissions process 
can be helpful. Miller, for instance, 
interviewed prospective students as 
a volunteer alumni recruiter after 
getting her bachelor’s. 


Essay editors also need the 
patience to shepherd sometimes- 
panicky students (and their pan- 
icky parents), and a balance of 
encouragement and discipline to 
prod students who don’t intend to 
do much writing at all. 

“They try to sort of test you,” 
piling on frustrations in the hope 
that the editor will just do the writ- 
ing, says Nwozo. But she, and the 
others interviewed for this arti- 
cle, refuse to budge. “We want to 
make sure that you come away with 
the skill,” she says, “and we want 
to make sure your voice is there.”

The quiet, meditative 
flow of Japanese 
caLLigraphy makes 
it a relaxing art form 

Classes 

The trick to creating the flow- 
ing strokes of Japanese callig- 
raphy is to realize it’s less 
about writing and more 
about art. 

Start small, says 
Kazuko Kano, a master 
calligrapher and director 
of Japanese calligraphic 
arts at Seichou Karate. “First 
I teach basic strokes, simple Chi- 
nese characters,” says Kano, who 
also does calligraphy by request 
as a freelancer. “Later, four or five 
years later, people can start to learn 
cursive style, which is more artistic, 
maybe like a penmanship.” 

To become a master calligra- 
pher like her, you’ll have to get a 
license from the Japan Calligra- 
phy Education Foundation. “It

took almost 10 years to get that 
license. You have to be very, very 
patient,” says Kano, 34, who start- 
ed doing calligraphy at age 6. 

Through her weekly Japa- 
nese Calligraphy classes, she can 
help you get started down that 
long path. 


THE BASICS: During the class 

— open to four or five students at 
a time — Kano teaches the three 
Japanese alphabets: Chinese char- 
acters (or kanji), hiragana and 
katagana. The latter two are more 
rounded in appearance. 

“I teach Chinese characters 
first because I think it’s more com- 
mon and popular in this country,” 
she says. “My class is very flexible 
and also depends on the students, 
what they want to learn.” 

“For example, a high school 
student wants to learn Chinese 
characters more than drawing 
calligraphy. So, I focus on teach- 
ing him the language and give 
him a mastery test, a quiz. But 
another student is more interest- 
ed in art, so I’m going to give her 
more advanced work. I’m going 
to introduce more artistic styles, 
more cursive styles. Some people 
want to take the class as a kind of 
meditation. You’re just enjoying 
class, just getting relaxed.” 

She provides all the materials 

— rice paper, ink, inkwells and 
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brushes — but a take-home kit is 
available for $42. 

No experience is necessary, 
although students with a back- 
ground in art often have an easier 
time with the strokes, Kano says. 
“Some people have experience with 
art and it’s easy for them to draw 
strokes. Some people have no idea 
and need to take time to get used 
to the ink and brush.” 

WHAT YOU’LL LEARN: Kano 
goes over how to hold the paint- 
brush. “Holding a brush is very 
different from holding a pen,” 
she says. Hold it in the middle 



between the thumb and pointer 
and middle fingers with space 
in your palm. “The brush has 
to always be straight when you 
write and lift your elbow, but your 
shoulder has to be relaxed.” 

She distributes cards with a 
character on them for students 
to use as a guide. “First, I teach a 
simple stroke with vertical lines 
and horizontal lines,” such as the 
character for mountain or river,” 
she says. “They can practice, and 
when they’re finished, I can intro- 
duce another character that’s more 
advanced, with five or six strokes. 
After that, you can get more and 


more complicated.” 

Students work up to being able 
to copy a short poem, but at the 
end of a class, they can expect to 
have learned the meanings and 
strokes for six characters. 

WHAT’S THE DEAL?: Kano’s 
next Japanese Calligraphy class 
is Jan. 8 from 11:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. at Seichou Karate, 
located at 807 N. Royal St. in Alex- 
andria. The class is free for peo- 
ple enrolled in the core karate and 
$200 for 10 lessons for those who 
are not. Register at Seichoukara

WHAT SHE DOES: For Gaver, there’s 
no lazing around the day after Thanks- 
giving. That’s when her selling season 
begins, and hundreds of trees from 60 
acres of her family’s farm must be ready 
to goto good homes. 

“That time of year, we're finishing 
up with shearing and getting the fin- 
ishes touches of mowing done," Gaver 
says, adding that shearing means 
shaping the tree. “We basically want 
to make them look conical." 

Christmas tree care is a year- 
round job. Seeds are planted in the 
spring, and on average it takes 10 
years until they’re ornament-worthy. 
During that time, Gaver helps main- 
tain her arboreal charges mainly 
through periodic shearing. The type 


of tree determines the type of care, 
she says. Pine trees get sheared in the 
summer, and fir and spruce wait for 
late fall. 

“When you're out shearing, it gives 
you a chance to look at the trees and 
see if there’s any pests that are in the 
tree field or if there’s a weed," Gaver 
says. “Just the act of going through 
each tree is a good management pro- 
cess on the farm." 

A fourth-generation farmer, she 
should know. Since 1984, family- 
owned and operated Gaver Tree Farm 
has sold thousands of trees. This 
year’s trees range in size from 4 to 12 
feet tall and in price from $30 to $60. 
They come pre-cut, or shoppers can 
cut their own. 

Gaver’s role on the farm extends 
beyond trees. She helps with all as- 
pects, including the corn, soybeans, 
wheat, barley and hay crops, and she 
manages its animals, including a beef 


herd and dairy heifers. Christmas tree 
farming makes up only about 10 per- 
cent of the farm’s income. 

A member of Virginia Tech’s class 
of 2009 with degrees in dairy science 
and accounting, Gaver also puts her 
business chops to work managing the 
farm’s marketing. That means design- 
ing ads and corresponding with print 
ad companies; updating and creating 
Internet listings; social networking for 
the farm; and designing brochures. 
She also created and maintains the 
farm’s website. 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

After school, Gaver considered a ca- 
reer in accounting but decided to re- 
turn to the farm with the goal of taking 
over from her parents one day, along 
with her brother, Greg, who is study- 
ing economics and plant science at 
the University of Maryland. “It’s kind of 
exciting to think about seeing the next 
generation on the farm," she says. 
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It's also a Lot of hard hands-on 
work. “It's very Labor-intensive, and 
being a farnner you don't reaLLy get 
days off," Gaver says. But “I enjoy the 
Long hours and working outside. You 
kind of get to be your own boss, which 
is nice. But there are a good nnany 
risks you have to consider." 

Such as the weather. “We had a hor- 
ribLe drought this sunnnner, so it nnade 
a Lot nnore work for us on the farm," 
Gaver adds, not to mention aLL the days 
of 90-pLus-degree temperatures that 
made outdoor work dangerous. 

Predicting customer preferences 
is a chaLLenge, too. “For Christmas 
trees, if I decide to pLant a kind of tree

this year, it's not going to be ready for 
12 years, so it's hard to expect what 
consumer demand is going to be that 
far down the road." 

HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: Gaver 
has degrees in dairy science and ac- 
counting, and took horticulture class- 
es at Virginia Tech, but she got to skip 
writing cover Letters and resumes. 
She just talked to Mom (Lisa) and Dad 
(Michael), who started the farm with 
his grandfather in 1978. 

“The best education I had for tree 
farming was growing up on the farm 
and Learning from my parents," Gaver 
says. “But there's constantly new 
things to Learn, things in science that 


you constantly have to be reading up 
on. It's reaLLy constant Learning." 
HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Gaver recommends doing an appren- 
ticeship or shadowing a tree farmer to 
get an idea of the work. It's important 
to understand pest and disease con- 
trol, soil requirements, and overall 
tree care. Courses in horticulture 
and farming can help, but for details, 
network with experts at the National 
Christmas Tree Association (Christ- 
mastree.org) or Local groups such as 
the Maryland Christmas Tree Asso- 
ciation (MaryLandchristmastrees.org), 
of which Lisa Gaver is vice president.

Since 1986, only two bands have 
claimed the honor as the top-gross- 
ing act twice in three years: the Roll- 
ing Stones (1998 and 1999) and the 
Grateful Dead (1991 and 1993). 

But this year, another act can 
claim that title: Bon Jovi. 

For the second time in three 
years, Bon Jovi ranks as the high- 
est-grossing touring act.

Dan Aykroyd Lends his

Actor Q& A 

Dan Aykroyd burst onto the scene 35 
years ago as an original cast member 
of “Saturday Night Live” and estab- 
lished himself as 
a comedic star in 
“The Blues Broth- 
ers” and “Ghost- 
busters.” He now 
provides the voice 
of Yogi Bear in 
the animated/live 
action movie ‘Yogi 
Bear” (out Friday) opposite Justin 
Timberlake as Boo Boo. 

Did you grow up watching Hanna- 
Barbera’s “Yogi Bear” cartoons? 

I did. I grew up in a town in Canada 
called Hull, Quebec, which basically 
is on the same latitude as Moscow, 
so the winters were quite harsh. I 
used to start my mornings zipped 
into a snowsuit, gloves and boots, 
and set off through the woods [to 
go to school]. We lived on the edge 
of a national park, so I had to pass 
a den of wolves and walk down a 
steep cliff that was full of stumps 
and rocks. ... I also had to walk 
through a bad neighborhood full 
of kids who would grab my books, 
throw them on the ground and beat 
me up. When I got to school, I had to 
take my pants off and put them on a 
radiator because they were frozen. 
At 3 p.m., I did all this in reverse. 
When I got home, I would turn on 
the TV and watch “Yogi Bear.” That 
was my only joy as a child.

Were there any episodes of the 
show you specifically remember? 

There were so many. Let me put it 
this way: The Yogi character and 
the voice are subliminally infused 
in me.

I loved 
them all, and I watched them all as 
a kid and have it in my being. So, 
when I first heard they were mak- 
ing this movie, I said to my agent, 
“I want you to track this and make 
sure we get this movie into our 
portfolio, because I know how to do 
this voice.” When I walked into the 
audition, they just heard my voice 
and my characterization, and they 
hired me to do the job. Then the 


real work began. I took the vocal 
characterization and backed it up 
with my acting ability and followed 
the director’s orders to a T. I also 
built a relationship with Boo Boo. 
Justin brought his acting chops to 
the table, and we were able to build 
a relationship. 

Did you and Justin try to re-create 
the original characters, or did you 
bring your own ideas about how to 
portray them? 

Of course, we wanted to be as accu- 
rate to the original as much as we 
could. Justin’s got a dry kind of wit. 
His Boo Boo is kind of dry and very 
reserved. I’m kind of a hysteric in 
life, and Yogi has a wild side to him. 
I often compare the two to Sherlock
